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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Louis DelJudice on 3/27/08. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
• Claims 5, 6, 8 and 13-15 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 9 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 9, the closest prior art to the instant 
invention is (JP 6-218616). JP ('616) teaches a radiused end mill having helically 
twisted chip discharge flutes (12) with a twist angle (a), corner cutting edges (19), main 
gash faces (18e) having an inclination, said main gash faces formed on inner 
circumferential sides of distal end portions of wall surfaces (13) of the chip discharge 
flutes (15) that face in a direction of rotation of the tool, the end cutting edges (17) 
formed on a distal end of the main gash faces; and an inclined sub gash faces (18f) 
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formed on an outer circumferential side of the main gash faces such that they extend 
away via a step portion (18g) from the main gash faces (18e) ('616, figures 1-4). 

However, JP ('616) fails to anticipate or make obvious having a step portion 
formed as a planar wall surface between the main gash faces and sub gash faces.
